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REPORT OF THE SURRY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department activity remained just about the same as last 
year with a couple of exceptions. We had more than 5 times the number of 
noise complaints, most of them being after Midnight, and our animal 
complaints have increased over 100 percent this past year. Primarily because 
of loose and stray dogs. Remember, there IS a leash law in town and your 
dogs MUST be in your control at ALL times, as well as vaccinated and 
licensed! 


Our criminal activity has dropped, and we’re hoping this was at least 
partially because of our added visibility during the daytime patrolling. We 
are going to continue the daytime patrols in an effort to maintain control over 
past problems. 


The Rec Area seems to be generating less and less activity for the Police 
Department. Having the Fee Booth at the entrance and Patrol shifts 7 days 
a week really helps there. We have found there to be slightly more parking 
problems with cars avoiding the main entrance and parking in “out of the 
way’ places, but the owners have all been located, and the vehicles moved. 
There 1s a new parking lot at the end of the Dort Road for the swimming hole 
that has great potential to cause us problems due to the fact that it’s well 
hidden from the main road. 


Traffic accidents have doubled since last year but were less serious in 
nature. 


With the new restrictions for OHRV’s in the sand pit behind the 
Village, we had a busy season at first, but once the word got out, things 
quieted down. We will continue to actively and agressively patrol the sand 
pits for violators. 


The Police Department still continues to attend numerous training 
sessions and classes, with several sessions already scheduled for this year for 
all of the Officers. State requirements are continuing to become more 
stringent, plus there have been several changes in Motor Vehicle laws 
dealing with youthful drivers with which we all needed to become familiar. 


We had no major equipment purchases this year; however, we are very 
hopeful the town will approve the purchase of a new Police Cruiser to 
replace our current car which is now almost 10 years old. We have been 
working on a capital reserve fund for several years now, and have almost 
enough to accomplish this. 


And finally, as always, we wish to extend our thanks to the Surry Fire, 
Rescue and Highway departments for their continued assistance and support 
throughout the year.

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MINUTES OF TOWN MEETING 1997 
STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
TOWN OF SURRY 
MARCH 13, 1997 


The Town business meeting was opened at 7:30 pm by Calvin Frink and 
Boy Scout Troop #289 presenting the colors for the Pledge of Allegiance. 
The Town Warrant was read to residents attending the Town meeting. 


The polls were open from 2:00 pm to 7:00 pm on March 11, 1997 to 
choose the Town Officers as listed on the Official Ballot. The Moderator 
reported the results of the election. The rules of order were given by the 
Moderator as to how the meeting would be conducted: 


1. Each article item will be read. 

2. Motions will be made by the floor and then seconded. 

3. Speakers will have five minutes or less and may not speak 
again until everyone has had a chance. 


ARTICLE 1: To choose all necessary Town officers as listed on the official 
ballot. 


ARTICLE 2: To hear the reports of the Town officers and committees. 
Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 3: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $74,000 for the reconstruction of the Rodger’s Pond culvert on the Surry 
Dam Road; to authorize the Selectmen to withdraw the sum of $32,600 and 
any remaining interest from the Capital Reserve fund established for this 
purpose; the remaining balance of $41,400 to be raised by taxation in the 
current budget year of 1997, or to take any action in relation thereto. A 
motion was made to amend this with the addition of “To direct the Selectmen 
to write the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers to request their assistance with 
the cost of repairing the culvert.” This was seconded and voted in the 
affirmative. A motion was then made to vote on the article as amended. This 
was seconded and voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 4: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve fund for the purpose of 
reconstruction of the culvert on the Surry Dam Road at the outlet of Mill 
Pond, or take any action in relation thereto. A motion was made to pass 
this over. This was seconded and voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 5: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 

of $35,000.00 for the purpose of making improvements to a portion of Old 

Walpole Road, to take any action in relation thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 6: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of 
purchasing highway equipment or take any action in relation thereto. Voted 
in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 7: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $5,000.00 to add to the Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of 
purchasing a vehicle for the use of the Police Department, or take any action 
in relation thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $10,000.00 for the purpose of paving the parking and entrance area 
adjacent to the east side of the Fire Station, or take any action in relation 
thereto. This was seconded and voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 9: To see if the Town will vote to permit the Town Clerk to sell 
the rights to a cemetery deed for Lot #50 in the Village Cemetery, or take 
any action in relation thereto. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 10: To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 
202-A:4-d authorizing the library trustees to accept gifts of personal 
property, other than money, which may be offered to the library for any 
public purpose. And further, to require that prior to the acceptance of any 
such gift, valued at over $5,000, the public library trustees shall hold a 
public hearing on the proposed acceptance. Provided, however, that no 
acceptance of personal property by the library trustees shall be deemed to 
bind the Town or the library trustees to raise, repair or replace such personal 
property. This authorization to remain in effect until rescinded by a vote of 
the town meeting. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 11: To see if the Town will vote to accept the amended operating 
budget of $307,020 for the calendar year 1997 (which is inclusive of 
Articles 3, 5, 6 and 7) and to raise and appropriate the money to be expended 
according to the budget. Voted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 12: To transact any other business that may legally come before 
this meeting. 


A motion was made to adjourn the meeting. This was seconded, and voted 
in the affirmative.
